THE ORDER OF CARMEL. 


N the Sixteenth Century Divine Providence raised up the glorious Saint Teresa 
to restore the ancient Order of Carme!] to its pristine splendor, and to the 
observance of the Primitive Rule, which in the course of centuries had be- 
come relaxed. Born at Avila in Spain, 1515, Teresa entered the Carmelite 
Monastery of her native town in 1533. Divinely inspired, she devoted with 
the approval of her Superior, all her energies to restore the antient rule, and 
founded in,1562 the first house of Discalced Carmelite Nuns. With the aasist- 
ance of St. John of the Cross, she extended the Reform to the monasteries of 
the Friars and at her death, in 1582, left seventeen houses of nuns and fifteen 

houses of Friars. Her Companion, the Venerable Anne of Jesus, brought the Reform to 
France, whence it spread to Brussels and Antwerp. The latter is the parent-house of 
the Carmelites in the United States. In 1790, at the invitation of Bishop Carroll of 
Baktimore, Mother Bernadina Matthews and three companions made the first foundation 
in the United States. The House at Baltimore may therefore be considered the cradle 
and the Motherhouse of all the Carmels in America, although each house is independent. 
aoe are at the present time fourteen Monasteries of Carmelite Nuns in the United 
tates. 

The Order of Carmel is above all contemplative, but in the thought and mind of 
Saint Teresa it ig none the less apostolic. She wishes her daughters to come to the aid 
of the Church and the Clergy, to extend the Kingdom of God, and in the ardor of their 
zeal to embrace the entire universe in their apostolate of prayer. 

To make her prayer more efficacious the Carmelite prepares her soul by pen- 
ances, by perpetual abstinence, by almost continual fasting and by many other exercises 
of mortification. Dwelling alone with God, she intercedes unceasingly for souls, especi- 
ally for Priests and for her noble Sisters in the active Orders. 

The late Cardinal Gibbons once said: “If there be a country in which the contem- 
plative life is needed, it surely is our yoling and active Republic, where the spirit of 
action pervades al] classes. This action, if it is not to be exclusive and absorbing, must 
be counterbalanced by reflection and contemplation, and it is from the contemplative 
orders we must learn this. Thank God, the contemplative life is not unknown among 
us, and shows us that days of heroism are not yet passed. May it live and flourish!”
